United States vs. William Wood. 

After the conviction in this case the prisoner’s 
counsel moved the Court to arrest the judgement, 
on the ground, among others, of an error in the 
caption of the indictment, which states the Court 
of the United States for the Pennsylvania District, 
whereas, as was argued, since the passage of the 
late Act of Congress, dated the 20th of April, 
1818, for dividing the State of Pennsylvania, into 
two judicial Districts, there is no District of Penn- 
sylvania, but Eastern and Western Districts of 
Peabey vente The court overruled this objection, 
but determined that as the offence charged did not 
appear by the Indictment to have been committed 
in the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, there was 
no judicial evidence of the perpetration of the of- 
fence within the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
for the Eastern District, and consequently that, 
for this reason, the judgement must be arrested. 
The prisoner was then re-committed for further 
prosecution.
